IMPORTANT RECOMMENDATIONS. 


London, January 16. 

The Nitrogen Products Committee, in its final Report, recom- 
mends the adoption of measures for the syothetic’ production of 
nitroges compounds on a large scale to enable the country to dis- 
pense with Chilean nitrate in war-time. It urges the establishment 
of the calcium cyanide process in Great Britain without delay on 
the scale sufficient to produce 6,000-tons of cyanamide annually, 
The necessary electrical energy should be obtained either by water- 
power in Scotland or a large steam-power station. 


It dubmits proposals for conserving and increasing the existing 
output combined with nitrogen, and also the better utilising of coal, 
reducing the consumption of raw coal as a fuel. It suggests the 
framing of & co-ordinated policy to safeguard tbe future nitrogen 
requirements of the Empire. The Report concludes that nitrogen 
fixation will bea new key industry ‘and therefore requires active

The letter announces that the Allies 
have decided to put into execution without delay the con- 
ditions of Article 227 of the Peace Treaty and consequent- 
ly they address an official demand to the Dutch Govern- 
ment to hand over William Hohenzollern in order that he 
may be sent for trial: The letter points out that the ex- 
Kaiser, if he had remained in Germany, would have been 
handed over by the German Government in 3ccordance 
with Article 228. It enumerates numerous atrocities 
committed by Germans during the war, adding. “For all’ 
these acts responsibility, leastwise the moral res- 
ponsibility, Hes with the supreme head who ordered them 
or abused his powers to infringe dr‘allow to be infringed 
the most sacred.rules of human conscience. The Powers 


cannot conceive that the Netherlands Government can ~ 


regard with less reprobation tha themselves the immense 
responsibility of the ex-Emperor. Holland would not 
fulfil her international duty if she refused to associate 
‘with the other nations in punishing the crimes com- 
mitted.” | : 
The letter declares that Article 227 must be carried 
out without discussion because it is a question of a high 
international political act rendered necessary by the 
conscience of the world? The Powers are convinced 
Holland does not wish to cover by her moral authority a 
violation of the essential principles of the solidarity of 
nations ‘or attempt to prevent a repetition of a similar 
catastrophe. The Netherlands people are deeply interest- 
ed in not giving themselves the appearance of protecting 
the chief author by giving him shelter on their territory 
_and in facilitating the trial demanded by the voices of 
‘thousands of victims. :

FRICTION IN MACAO. 


Of late there have been fre- 
quent reports of friction hetween 
the Chinese and Portuguese 
authorities over militacy matters 
in Macao. How it all began is a 
trifle vague, but one report which 
reaches us is to the effect that the 
trouble originated in Portuguese 
troops recently returned from 
war service having commenced to 
dig trenches somewhere near the 
Chino-Portuguese frontier. Whe- 
ther that is the real explanation, 
we are not in’a ‘position ta say. 
However, it seems that, whatever 
the reason, additional Chinese 
troops have recently arrived at 
Chinshan, that others are to 
follow and that the forces on the 
island opposite the inner harbour 
have been strengthened, Follow- 
ing iithese developments, so 
our Macao correspondent says, 
the Macao Goverment; being 
doubtful regarding the discipline 
of the Kwangsi troops, has given 
orders for the taking of all; 
necessary precautions, in the 
event of a conflict hetween the 
opposing‘elements. From time to 
time these little incidents crop up 
in Macao, and a deal of unneces- 
sary ill-feeling isthe result, The 
mercantile community there now 
expresses the hope that both the 
Chinese and Portuguese author- 
ities will issue notices explaining 
the actual situation 90 as to 
pacify public feeling. With that 
hope we are in ful! accord, as 
any perpetuation of the trouble 
will only lead to regrettable 
Tesults.

LAVISH EXPENDITURE. 

Most of us admire the engincer- 
ing skill lavished on the construc- 
tien of moter reads in Hongkong 
and on the mainlaad ; we admire al-o 
the solid construction of ether Goy- 
ernment works, suchas the residences 
erected for the use of Government 
servants, but many of us feel that 
the time has fully come when some 
check is required on this lavish ex- 
penditure. These’roads are delight- 
ful for motorists, but the majority 
of residents do not possess motors! 
The officials need healthy and plea- 
sant homes, That is what we also 
ask for. Many of us feel that consider. 
could, and should 
have been exercised on both of these 
undertakings. Take the case of the 
new invtor road ta Mount Cameron 
and Wanchai Gap. This road is 
shown onthe plan to 6pen out 18 
house sites in the Hill District: 
every one will require a heavy ex- 
penditure in levelling and retaining 
the site before any house can he 
erected on it. The cost.of building 
in this district is fully 20 per cent. 
higher than on the lower levels, so 
I fail th see how this enormous ex- 
pense is guing to benefit those who 
have been forced to “leave houses 
through having been overbid by 
alien nationals. This money would 
have been much better spent in open. 
ing up the thousands of acres of 
suitable land within a few minutes 
rickshaw ride, of Kowloon Ferry 
Wharf. A further mvutor road is 
projected, tidming from the level of 
Wyndham Street vial! Holloway Road 
to meet-Hatton Road, to encircle the 
Peak. This road will afford magni- 
ficent views but "it will involve im- 
mense expenst in the resumption 
and demolition of Chinese houses, 
with the further result that the 
Chinese occupants of those houses 
will be-added .to. the flood which. is. 
sweeping, if it has not already swept 
out, the European from the middle 
levels of Hongkong. I maintain 
that such expenditure could and 
should be made in directions which 
will provide for the pressing needs 
of the middle claas European, such 
needs being easily met by the open- 
ing up of the available land in Kow- 
loon, together with alterations to the 
Building Ordinance to meet present 
needs.

ibe necessary. Quiet, speedy public 
couveyauces are essential, with im- 
proved htavy traiie communication 
across the harbour. Further needs 
are: Adequate street lighting and 
domestic Ughting which cotld he 
reiied on in all weathers. In spite 
of the opinion of the Director of 
Public Works, the bucket system of 
sanitation is pestilential, As the 
water supply of Kowloon is inex- 
haustible there is apparently no rea- 
son for refusing water from the Gov- 
ernment mains for water ficshed san- 
Mitation and the sewers in this. flat 
district would .be infinitely cleaner 
if this system were adepted.
